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NUMUE ready 
to bargain 



The National Union of MtGill 
University Employees is now 
preparing the proposals which its 
representatives will carry to 
contract negotiations with the 
McGill Administration. 

NUMUE received accreditation 
from the Quebec Department of 
Labour on Feb. 5 as the result 
of a provincial inquiry which de- 
termined that the union repre- 
sented the non-management em- 
ployees at the McGill Printing 
Service and the operators of the 
McGill Computing Centre. The 
accreditation marked the end of 
an organizing period that com- 
menced in October and the begin- 
ning of a process which will lead 
to tiie signing of a collective 
agreement between McGill and 
the union. 

The operators and the employees 
of the Printing Service will con- 
duct their negotiations as two 
separate bargaining units, yet re- 
main members of the same 
union. The University has with- 
drawn the contestation of NUMUE, 
and the members of tne CNTU- 
affiliated union are currently 
discussing the demands that they 
will put forth to improve their 
working conditions. 

The reaction of the McGill 
powcrs-that-be to unionization 



of their McGill employees can 
only be described as uptight. 
Workers in the Printing Servi- 
ce were recently ordered to re- 
move NUMUE signs Irom their 
coats. When the Canadian Union 
of Jewish Students asked that 
the words "Union Printed by 
NUMUE" appear on their sta- 
tionery, Printing Service Mana- 
gement refused: it was against 
University policy. 

The weeks following the for- 
mation of NUMUE saw the birth 
on November 30th of the MtGill 
University Non-Academic Staff 
Association, announced on the 
front page of Uie McGill Repor- 
ter. Although ostensibly formed 
to promote the welfare of support 
staff, the association has ruled 
out any union affiliations.

3000 students rally 
at Paul Sauve 



Despite a court injunction 
against their strike, some J00O 
UQAM students, in a general as- 
sembly last night at the Paul 
Sauvé Arena, voted overwhelm- 
ingly to continue the ooycott of 
classes with: 

• the formation of information 
groups for CEGEPs and the Uni- 
versité de Montreal; 

• the intervention of tnese 
groups at UQAM if classes are 
given: 

• the organization ol a siudy 
day for students and teacners 
later this week; 

• the daily puolication of an 
information leaflet called "The 
Struggle Continues"; 

• a campaign for new support 
among unions; and 

• preparation for a uemonstra- 
tion to be held Friday morning in 
front of the Palais de Justice. 

The students also demanded, 
as a precondition for the com- 



pletion ol a negotiated agreement 
with the administration, the im- 
mediate removal of the injunc- 
tion that bars picketing at uni- 
versity buildings. 

The strike Is to continue until 
such an agreement is reached. 

Friday's demonstration is 
planned to coincide with the ap- 
pearance in court ol the ten 
UQAM students named in the in- 
junction obtained by the admin- 
istration last Thursday. 

The injunction was designed 
to 'open" the university, but 
classes have not yet oecn neld 
(except for a few in Adminis- 
tration! because the teachers' 
union voted to hold study ses- 
sions until the injunction against 
the students is removed. 

Yesterday, the teachers re- 
ceived a letter from the admin- 
istration warning them that their 
study sessions arc illegal. The 
teachers will meet this morning 



to decide what action to take. 

The administration has sent 
letteis to the university's main- 
tenance workers attempting to 
justify its actions against the 
students. 

Both the workers' and the 
teachers' unions have given full 
support to the students in their 
five-week strike. The students 
in turn supported the unions in 
their strikes against the admin- 
istration last year. 

For most of last night's gen- 
eral assembly, the Comité u'Or- 
ganisation Provisoire des Etu- 
diants (COPE) brought its cons- 
tituents up to date on events that 
had occurred since negotiations 
with the administration were 
broken off in the middle of last 
week. 

When the woman student in- 
jured in last Thursday's police 
attack on the picket lines walked

MUNUSA serves the employer's 
interests by joining employees 
together without thé power and 
legal status that accrue to an 
accredited union. Despite claims 
by founding members that the 
association would foster a com- 
munity spirit, the role of MUNA- 
SA appears to be a maintenan- 
ce of the status quo. 

Along with this "company 
union". Printing Service em- 
ployees are faced with a propo- 
sed time motion study. This re- 
search, designed to speed up 
production, will be conducted by 
a group of McGill engineering 
students as a class project. 
Although workers in the Compu- 
ting Centre have not encountered 
the same degree of opposition, 
they strongly support the need 
for a union. Membeis of NU- 
MUE. who intend to resist 
harassment by their employer, 
know that if they stanu together, 
they will achieve their goals in 
the upcoming collective bargain- 
ing.

The role of the McGill Indus- 
trial Relations Centre and of the 
processes of •'collective bar- 
gaining" were brought under at- 
tack last Thursday at a forum of 
about 30 students by the Mouve- 
ment Révolutionnaire des Edu- 
diants du Quebec. 

Nesar Ahmad. Dally editor, 
questioned the Centre's sup- 
posed "neutrality", saying that 
it aims ' for industrial peace, 
because industrial peace means 
higher productivity, not the wel- 
fare of the workers. We can go 
further - industrial relations 
serves the interests of manage- 
ment although the workers' wel- 
fare may be a by-product." 

The fundamental question, he 
continued, is "whether you see 
the relationship between labour 
and management as one of basic 
harmony, or as fundamentally 
exploitative. If you take the 
latter view, you will see that no 
raise in wages changes their 
basic conditions. If you see it 
like this you will not establish a 
Centre like this, out go and work 
with the workers to change their 
situation, as one of them ". 

A speaker from MREQ pointed 
out that "it's not an accident that 
the Industrial Relations Centre 
exists at McGill ". He cited the 
examples of the Centre Interna- 
tionale de Criminologie at the 
Université de Montreal and the 
research grants that McGill con- 
tinues to receive from the U.S. 
Department of Defence to illus- 
trate the role of the educational 
system in preserving the estab- 
lished social order. All books 
and courses in the Centre arc 
given from the perspective of 
management, he continued, and 
pose the question "What arc we 
going to do about the workers? " 



A student, in industrial rela- 
tions at Loyola College des- 
cribed his courses as "basical- 
ly aspiring to describe the sit- 
uation as if there are no fun- 
damental differences between the 
interests of management anu la- 
bour, and that what differences 
there are can be resolved 
through the mechanism of col- 
lective bargaining ". 

"It seems that in every book 
attacks are made on unions and 
workers, blaming them for un- 
employment and inflation." he 
said, explaining that while high- 
er wages do imply lower prof- 
its, they don't necessarily im- 
ply higher prices. 

To an Industrial Relations, 
student's objection that "all the 
unions' demands couldn't be im- 
plemented without the break- 
down of the system". Nesar 
Ahmjd replied that "if workers' 
interests can be served only by 
the breakdown of the system, 
then the system should be 
broken". 

The student described the con- 
tent of his courses at McGill. 
concluding that. "I see the pro- 
fessors as being more manage- 
ment conscious than union cons- 
cious. People who enter the pro- 
gram get swung to the manage- 
ment side. I know that's happen- 
ing to me. but I don't really 
know why".

WASHINGTON (CPS-CUPI) -

tor. Richard Helms, have come 
under attack in recent years for 
infiltrations of campus groups. 
This and Disclosure of the agen- 
cy's clandestine operations in 
Southeast Asia have hurt the 
CIA's reputation and removed 
some of the glamour connected 
with the "spy business". 

The Agency continues to re- 
cruit pcopie to staff its world- 
wide operations, and uses ooth 
open and coven solicitation to 
attract college students. 

The Daily .Texan recently ran 
an interview with William B. 
Wood, the Southwest personnel 
representative of the CIA. 
Wood's appeal to college stu-

on stage with her crutches she 
received a tumultous applause 
forseveral minutes. 

Messages of solidarity were 
received from the Quebec Fed- 
eration of Teachers, local teach- 
ers' union, and several CEGEPs. 
Students at the Rosemount 
CEGEP announced they will nold 
study sessions until the UQA.M 
injunction is lifted. 

A student from U de M. wnere 
the Social Sciences faculty is on 
strike in protest against the 
same fee policies, reported on 
the situation there. UQAM 
strikers will give their support 
to their U de M counterparts 
this week. 

Last night's militant rally con- 
trasted sharply with a poorly- 
attended meeting organized Sun- 
day night by an ad hoc commit- 
tee that opposes COPE and 
wants an end to the strike. Sim- 
ilar committees, backed by the 
administration, nave attempted 
and tailed, throughout the strike, 
to break student solidarity. The 
Sunday meeting attracted only 
600 people, half on whom were 
supporters of COPE. No icso- 
lutions resulted from the meet- 
ing. 

Several students at last night's 
general assembly came out 
against the strike and criticized 
COPE but their proposals were 
consistently rejected by the rest 
of the student bodv.

dents was frank and forthright. 
He pointeo out that the CIA of- 
fers many prolessional oppor- 
tunities for college seniors and 
graduate students in a wide va- 
riety of fields such as journal- 
ism, physics, and political 
cience. 

"We are also inttrested in 
students with foreign language 
skills." Wood said. "Especially 
unusual languages like Laotian 
and Swahili". 

When asked about the CIA's 
running of clanucstine organiza- 
tions. Wood replied "1 want to 
make it clear that we do not run 
a clandestine organization, and 
there is no cloak-and-dagger 
purpose in our hiring students' . 

A covert method used foi re- 
cruitment is the placing of news- 
paper ads asking for foreign 
linguists. The ads are usually 
for employment in Washington 
with a provision that the individ- 



ual be willing to serve abroad. 

The student applying for such 
a job is not told that the em- 
ployer is the CIA. 

The work of such linguists 
generally involves the transla- 
tion of foreign language tapes. 
Where the tapes come from and 
how they are obtained is left un- 
answered. 

The attitude oi manv students 
regaiding work with tne CIA is 
best expressed by one person 
who answered, an ad asking for 
a linguist. 

When asked about the morality 
of the work, the individual, a 
lieutenant colonei in the U.S. Ar- 
my, responded i don't know, 
how I feei about it. but I can 
•very well understand why many 
young pcopie unuer the same cir- 
cumstances wouid not consider 
working for the government in 
that particular job ".

It isn't cricket 



Saced Mirza. the renowed cricket player, is the 
new Dean of Students. One is tempted to remark 
that the battle for Dean of Students was won on the 
playing fields of Karachi. The temptation should be 
resisted, however, for there is little about the selec- 
tion that can be called cricket. In fact, the choice 
of Mirza has stirred up such a controversy that the 
very rules of the game are being called into question. 

Most of the'questioning has come from mem- 
bers of the Senate Selection committee, a body in- 
cluding eight students out of a total of 16. This com- 
mittee gave Principal Bell three names from which 
to choose the new Dean. The Principal strictly 
followed the letter of the rules, as he is quick to 
point out. and chose one of the . names: Saeed 

Mirza.- ' ■', . _ 

And what's wrong with that? What's wrong is 

that the three names ranked in order of preference. 

and as one committee member put it, Mirza was "a 

rather trailing third choice". There was a definite 

lack of enthusiasm for Mirza, but Bell went ahead 

and chose him anyway. 

It's easy to see why Bell wanted Mirza, In "his 
five months as acting Dean. Mirza demonstrated 



quite clearly that he is a willing instrument for admi- 
nistration policy (as in the Plumber's Pol and the 
Brzezinski incidents). 

The Dean of Students is supposed to represent 
the students" interests and be a liaison between them 
and the administration. Judging from his record as 
acting Dean, Mirza will represent the students' 
interests as much as a plant foreman represents the 
interests of the workers under him. Mirza, one selec- 
tion committee member noted, is concerned not at 
all with the students' interests, but only with "his 
own personal prestige and his self-interest". 

But the issue at stake here is a larger one than 
whetheror not Saeed Mirza is good for students. The 
real issue is the students' voice (or lack of it) in 
university affairs. 

The students do have a voice, the administra- - 
lion cries out. And it's true, for instance, that half 
the members of the selection committee for the 
Dean of Students were students. But the point is 
that the selection committee's preference was dis- 
regarded - and in a perfectly legal fashion - by the 
administration, revealing the powerlessness of the 



committee. Thus, the students have a voice on a 
powerless body, making their representation merci} 
token. This representation was even further limited 
by the confidentiality imposed on the committee: 
student members of the committee were not allowed 
to consult the general student body. 

As things stand now. therefore. Principal Bell 
can follow all the rules to the letter and still ignore 
the wishes of the students. He can gel his own pre- 
selected choice appointed to any position even if 
there is opposition from those who are supposed to 
be involved in the decision-making. 

He can do this because just as the laws govern- 
ing society as a whole do not give the majority of the 
people a voice in running society's affairs, so do the 
rules governing university affairs not really give stu- 
dents a voice. 

Thus, "what is here the rule, you should reco- 
gnize as an abuse," as Brecht once said. "And where 
you have recognized an abuse, provide a remedy."

Whereas he has refused to meet 
with the FCC and the organiza- 
tion he is offending, and with the 
support of the Executive of the 
Students' Society, the following 
letter was sent by Registered 
Mail to Media McGill, and Ben- 
nett Little, in what is believed to 
be the students' best interest in 
the future. 



Dear Mr. Little, 

Whereas you insist on avoiding 
meetings between myself and the 



other parties involved, concer- 
ning the film showing conflicts 
between Media McGill, the ASUS 
and McGill Film Society, I must 
inform you that the Film Co-or- 
dinating Committee will take the 
necessary steps to cancel the 
showings of Media McGill on 
Tuesday, February 27, and Sat- 
urday March 3, 1973. I ask that 
you inform the students of Mc- 
Gill of the cancellations to avoid 
disappointment on arrival. 

If you insist on ignoring the 
Film Co-ordinating Committee 
and the job it was formed to hand- 
le, other measures of a more 
permanent nature may have to be 
taken.

the faculties of Law and Social 
Sciences are actively and posi- 
tively supporting the UQAM 
students. 
Through the students' claims. 



one can see the shadow of the real 
democratization of the education 
profile itseif. These students put 
back in question two major traits 
of the university system: li 
school fees and 2i student-admi- 
nistration relations. 

As everyone knows, the scnool 
fees are only one method of bour- 
geois selection to try to keep the 
university accessible to only a 
certain few who happen to have 
priority over other classes. To 
abolish or render ineffective this 
kind of selection, will open the 
doors of the university to a lar- 
ger segment of the population . in 
other words, for other classes. 

Secondly, in asking for negotia- 
tions, the students put back in 
question the relation of power 
between the students and the ad- 
ministration. Bringing back this 
question, the students first de- 
nounce the functional jnd indus- 
trial character of the university 
and the grasp that the administra- 
tors have on research in the 
field of science which they con- 
trol; secondly, they define the 
role of the university in the' so- 
ciety and their own status, be- 
cause they are the principal ac- 
tors. 

It is certain that the gains thai 
these students will obtain through 
this struggle, will be shares by 
all students and all universities, 
including McGill. These gains 
depend on two factors: 1> the

This shoul.i involve McGill stu- 
dents entering into this strug- 
gle actively. Bui nothing is Hap- 
pening. Why? 

Two reasons are tne causes 
of this silence. First, the selec- 
tion by school fees doesn't aifect 
McGill students, since most of 
them arc from the bougeoisic. 
Furthermore, these are the peo- 
ple, who as a ciass, profit the 
most from this situation. 

Secondly, the conflict of power 
between the students and the ad- 
ministration, in —other words, 
from the dominated to the dom- 
inant, is the same relation wnich 
exists between the proletariat 
and the bourgeoisie. The McGill 
students couldn't reject or put 
into question this relation be- 
cause it is to their advantage as 
the dominant class to permit the 
selection by school fees. 

Then, one could only expect 
from McGill students, in the ac- 
tual situation, to have an attitu- 
de of non-solidarity anu be inert, 
thus effecting the minimization 
of the struggle and its chances 
of success. Ana worse, this al- 
titude could transform itself into 
violent reactions against all 
movements of real democratiza- 
tion of the university.

Candidate interviews: for President 



Diverse views were expressed 
yesterday by candidates for the 
position of the McGill Students" 
Society President during a live 
debate heard over Radio McGill. 
The debate, moderated by Geor- 
ge Kopp. allowed Danny Garfin- 
kle. Will Hoffman. Ztf'ev Ionis 
(who is not officially recognized 
as a candidate), and Gayle Sin- 
clair to exchange their views. 

Asked if they would work with 
the Administration if elected, 
Ionis answered negatively. The 
opposite view was expressed by 
Garfuikle, who believes that we 
should all work together. Hoff- 
man expressed middle-of-the- 
road sentiments. While he would 
be willing 10 work with Principal 
Bell, he doubted that Bell would 
be willing to co-operate with 
him. 

Garfinkle questioned Hoffman 
about his role as University Af- 
fairs Director. He implied that 
Hoffman could have done more 
in his position and asked him if 
he had used his influence to get 
his friends on committees. Hoff- 
man answered that this was not 
true. 

Garfinkle "does not want an- 
other hoax played on the students 
of McGill ". He predicts that 
student apathy will be cured if 
he wins. Hoffman declared that 
the cure to apathy is participa- 



tion in decisions that affect the 
student body, and a belief that 
the bodies that make the deci- 
sions that affect us, make de- 
cisions that are really of impor- 
tance. Hoffman wants to change 
Council's priorities. For exam- 
ple, it should look into academ- 
ic concerns such as course con- 
tent, course direction, and the 
kind of prolessors we have. 

Ionis believes that the Stu- 
dents' Society serves as the lac- 
key of the Administration. He 
revealed that Will Hoffman is 
the same person who opposed the 
principal's suspension of two 
McGill students, (himself and 
Bob Wallace), earlier in the 
year. This time, because it af- 
fects his own career and am- 
bitions, Ionis claims that Hoff- 
man refuses to make any state- 
ment about his disqualification. 
Ionis further demanded that the 
Students' Society make a clean 
break with its 65 year old tradi- 
tion. Gayle Sinclair supports the 
PSF program and if elected, will 
. hand over all decision-making 
power to the real PSF candidate. 
Ionis. 

Garfinkle believes that one 
must speak to the students all 
the time and not just before 
elections. He claims that they 
are ignorant of what goes on in 
the Students' Society and intends 



to remedy the situation. Com- 
menting about participation on 
committees. Hoffman seems to 
be in his own words, "ambiv- 
alent to the question". He cites 
that it is difficult to play an ef- 
fective role when one is out- 
voted. 

Two opposing roads are seen 
for the Students' Society by Ionis. 
The first one will lead to the 
collapse of the Society; he claims 
this is the path Hoffman is fol- 
lowing. His alternative will bring 
about a definite break with the 
past and a reorganization of the 
Society so it will derive its au- 
thority from the masses.' 

Hoffman stated, in reference 
to the constitution that had been 
passed before, "Ze'ev is right 
when he says the administration 
fucked us over on that one. It 
was legitimately passed but the 
administration, with the aid of 
various student councillors who 
didn't feel it was in their own 
interests, refused to accept it." 
He claims that a successful way 
of getting a constitution passed 
is to put forward a new draft 
with a couple of strategic 
changes, so from a political 
point of view, it can be passed. 
Hoffman continued, "People will 
have to consider who can nego- 
tiate best, who can fight best

The external Vice Presidential 
candidates also received their 
chance to speak live over Radio 
McGill yesterday. This debate 
was moderated by Greer Nichol- 
son. She allowed each candidate 
to state their position and posed 
questions for all the participants 
to answer and comment on. Orig- 
inally, four contenders had ar- 
rived at our studios: Frank Bioc- 
ca, Jean-Michel Joffe, Robert 
Wolfe and Don Woticky. Some- 
time later, while the debate was 
in progress, Earle Taylor made 
his appearance. This was short- 
ly followed by the entrance of 
the PSF candidate Marlene Jen- 
nings. 

Biocca sees a great gap bet- 
ween ourselves and the French 
community. He feels that McGill 
symbolizes English domination 
in Quebec. He further holds that 
this gap is detrimental to McGill. 
"We must break down the ice 
between ourselves and the com- 
munity", he claims. Biocca 
maintains that the External Vice 
President should step in to es- 
tablish extensive links between 
ourselves and French students. 
One example would be mass mee- 
tings and backing of U du Q stu- 
dents in their struggles with the 
adminstration. 

Jennings is running as an 
"agent of the PSF." She feels 
that the Students' Society will 
never represent the students if 



it isn't changed and if the admins- 
tration can arbitrarily veto any 
decisions (Senate) that it (the 
Students' Society) makes. If 
elected, she will abolish the Stu- 
dents' Council, abolish the Cons- 
titution and set up mass democ- 
racy where students themselves 
can make decisions. 

Jean-Michel Joffe sees the Ex- 
ternal Vice Presidential role as 
a hybrid position that is not yet 
clearly defined. The External 
Vice President has to work with 
other students' societies as well 
as with the McGill Administra- 
tion, he informs us. He doesn't 
feel that many French students 
are alienated from McGill. When 
you go there and talk about 
strikes and sit-ins, they do relate 
to us, he claims. We have a good 
chance of working with them, he 
feels, if we set up a framework 
to deal with situations. The es- 
tablishment of a workable frame- 
work to co-ordinate activities 
among students' societies seems 
to be a key article of his platform. 

Earle Taylor is running in a 
slate. He feels that one of the 
problems of past executives is 
that they haven't really been work- 
ing together. This has resulted 
in a great deal of inefficiency. 
The common view of his team 
will enable them to contribute 
more than- past executive*, he 
claims. He is running on the 
main issue of decentralization. 



He warns that unless radical 
change occurs in the structure 
of the Students' Society, it will 
fall apart. If elected, he plans 
to give each faculty society more 
autonomy so it can reach students 
on a more personal basis. 

Robert Wolfe predicts a great 
constipation crisis that will hit 
McGill in mid 1973. Further stud- 
ies show, he maintains, that a 
large number of McGill Dailies 
taken into toilets arc not taken 
out. He suggests that the Mc- 
Gill Daily should be printed on 
handy sized toilet paper. 

Don Woticky is running be- 
cause he needs a room and would 
like to have one in the Union. He 
claims that unlike most people 
running for office, he is not a 
power tripper out to impose his 
values on the student body. He 
will not make any sweeping elec- 
tion promises but he has definite 
stands on certain key issues. He 
opposes the foreign student fee 
hike, is in favour of establishing 
a day care centre, and he would 
like to establish links with other 
universities, especially those in 
the Montreal area. He would 
like to co-ordinate community 
projects and various workshops 
with these other students' coun- 
cils. He would look into the pos- 
sibility of keeping one library 
open 24 hours a day. This would 
be a place where students could 
cram and crash. 



with the Administration in order 
to get students' needs met, and 
who can reorganize Council -in 
order to meet those priorities. 
These can include everything 



from longer hours in the library 
to a strong look at and action 
against the kind of alienation and 
frustration we all feel at Mc- 
Gill.'

Although PSF candidate Anna 
Campagna was unable to attend. 
Internal Vice-Presidential can- 
didates Mark Bemier and David 
Weiner were interviewed yester- 
day over Radio McGill. Each 
candidate commenced with a sum- 
mary of his position, reiterating 
for the most part, points already 
expressed in their pensketches. 

When asked specifically about 
the union as a part of the budget, 
Mr. Bemier replied that the 
Union occupies a place of excessi- 
ve importance in terms of the 
amount of money spent. He 
claimed that the interest oi all 
students would be better served if 
some of the money now spent on 
the Union could be channeled into 
extra-curricular activities. 

On the other hand, Mr. Weiner 
feels that more money should be 
spent on the Union to make it 
more attractive to students. Mr. 
Weiner stressed the food question 
and revealed plans to form a 
campus wide cafeteria committee. 
Mr. Bemier stressed the need 
for decentralization of student 
activities and saw a trend towards 



smaller cafeterias for each in- 
dividual fa culty and or building 
which would obviate the need for 
a large central cafeteria. While 
Bemier sees decentralization 
as a cure for alienation, Weiner 
beleives that a strong central so- 
ciety is preferable. • Secession 
attempts, claims Mr. Weiner. 
are the actions of "power seekers" 
trying to "corrupt" the issue for 
their own ends. 

Both candidates agree that the 
present degree of alienation is 
regrettable, and that the princi- 
pal means of combatting this is 
through the encouragement of 
participation in both existing 
clubs and societies, and in extra- 
curricular activities such as 
sports and carnivals. They both 
agree that food in the union is 
of less than optimal quality, and 
they also agree that a pub should 
be established as. soon as possi- 
ble in the area ot the Union soon 
to be vacated by the McGill Uni- 
versity Bookstore. Neither is 
definite of how long this will take, 
or what useful purpose the space 
could be put to in the meantime.

Hockey team 
gains saw-off 



Wednesday night witnesseu a 
very close hockey game between 
the Itedmcn and Bishop's Gaiters 
which resulted in a compromising 
4-all tie. As the season is com- 
ing to an end the Redmen are vi- 
sibly improving with every game. 

Unlike most first periods which 
drag interminably and usually 
serve as warm-ups for the . pla- 
yers, both Redmen and the Gai- 
ters were alert, skating fast and 
passing accurately. McGill did 
miss some good scoring opportu- 
nities but more than made up for 
it with repeated, hard, precise 
shots on goal. 

Only 2 minutes had passed 
when Bishop's Steve Mitchell <18i 
slipped a goal by Redman goalie 
Mario Costanza. Costanza, who 
must have bench sores from 
sitting on the sidelines all sea- 
son deserves a special note of 
praise becau.se this was his first 
time ever playing. He made some 
fine saves as the Gaiters clust- 
ered around the McGill zone, pep- 
pering shots at the net.

The period ended rather une-

into the penalty box. 

As the. buzzer sounded to end

He tried to play in 
the second and third periods but 
was always forced to leave the 
ice because of his injury. He 
said later as he sat among the 
spectators during the third per- 
iod that he 'figured thai he wasn't 
doing the team any goou by 
trying to play."

Your defense is always badly 
missed. 

Strangely enough, the pace of 
the second period slowed consi- 
derably. The Redmen's eflorts 
seemed much less coordinated 
among themselves but .individu- 
al performances made up for that. 
In the sixth minute forward Jim 
Webster (7 1 broke through the 
lines, skating all the way down 
the ice and scoring a goal for the 
Redmen, assisteu by Tony O'- 
Brien (8).

v Popularity 

The reason for all this activity is simple. Soccer, while the most 
widely played sport thruout the woild. never was a bi,j seller in North 
America until the last few years. A recent Gallup poll shows that soc- 
cer has moved up in popularity dramatically since 1959. In 1959, 17c 
of all those people questioned attended a soccer event at least once a 
year. The latest poll has people attending soccer at a 13% rate. Leading 
the pack, quite naturally, is football (33%) and baseball, (307c) followed 
by basketball (237r) and boxing, (147c) in that order. Horse racing (10% I 
is next after soccer, followed by wrestling and hockey (7%), track and 
field i6'i i. dog racing i4 ji. te.inis(2 i> andstock car racing'2'»'. 

The North American Soccer League features 9 teams in a three 
division set-up. Added to last year s eighi teams is Philadelphia, who 
will be playing in Veterans' Stadium. The Olympics »vill bt changing 
locations this year, moving back to the Autostade, their original home 
in 1971. their first year of operation. Other stadiums that people might 
recognize are Braves Stadium (name of the Atlanta franchise!. Texas 
Stadium (Dallas ïômauosi. Orange Bowl < Miami». Busch Stadium • St. 
Louis Stars), and Varsity Stadium (Toronto Metros). 

The Olympics this year have Jim Koerncr leading the charge into 
the rapidly approaching 1973 NASL season. Jim is originally from St. 
Louis, and he has worked with both the Rochester Lancers and St. Louis 
Stars franchises. Witlrboth. he took tnem out of the red and put them in- 
to the black. Considering the work and time that he has already put into 
changing and rejuvenating the Montreal franchise, we can expect at least 
as much here.

GUARDING THE CORPORATE FUND 



Last year at this time, it was pro- 
mised that in the negotiations-to-come 
for a new cafeteria contract more em- 
phasis would be placed on the quality of 
service offered than on the amount of 
commission promised. As a result of the 
application, of this principle the food ser-: 
vices in the Union this year have far ex- 
celled those of last year. It occurred to the 
Food Services Committee that the com- 
mission might be abolished altogether in 
favour of still better service. Throughout 
the current academic year the Committee 
has investigated the feasibility of this. At 
every other university in Montreal the 
cafeterias are subsidized; only at McGill 
is the cafeteria expected to make a profit 
for the Students' Society in addition to the 
profit going to the concessionaire. In fact, 
at one point in negotiations over price 
increases on the pastry in the vending 
machines, it was decided to forego the 
commission on that item rather than to 
allow it to rise to fifteen cents. This was a 
clear victory for the student consumer. 
Having thus accepted, in principle, this 
policy, the Food Services Committee 
decided to recommend to the Students' 
Council that commission be eliminated 
from next year's contract or that whatever 
, commission given be turned over to the 
Food Services Committee in order to 
subsidize the operation on a selective 
basis in a manner similar to that in which 
the above-mentioned agreement on pastry 
was concluded. This recommendation was 
put to Council two meetings ago and

accepted unanimously. Here was another, 
greater victory for the student consumer, 
until Mr. Zinner stepped in. After that 
Council meeting he openly accused me 
of having 'duped' the Council and of 
'wanting to line pockets' and pro- 
mised that he would have the whole 
matter reconsidered at the next meeting. 
Meanwhile he sent out a letter to all Coun- 
cil members advising them to beware, 
that, although this year's Food Services 



Committee had worked conscientiously, 
there was no guarantee that future Com- 
mittees would so perform (honestly), indi- 
cating that it would be easier for a catering 
company to offer one commission (pay- 
off) to the negotiators of the contract 
personally than to offer two commissions 
(pay-offs) to the Students' Society and to 
the negotiators. Mr. Zinner's intent was 
to have the the commission reinstated 
now, before the coming negotiations this 
summer, given the timing of his move 
and the personal remarks mentioned 
above. Any concern for future years was 
only secondary, for the Students' Council 
could at any time, next year or in following 
years, reinstate the commission if it felt 
that its negotiations were not to be trust- 
ed. As I pointed out to the Council, the 
honesty of this year's negotiator, namely 
myself, as Food Services Chairman, was 
being called into question. Nevertheless 
Mr. Zinner's motion of reconsideration met 
with the acceptance of Council at its 
meeting of last week, but only with a little 
help from External Vice President Whitney 
Hardy who took the chair and permitted 
him to read aloud his rather lengthy letter, 
a copy of which had been sent to each 
councillor a week before, and which had, 
presumably, already been read, while ruling 
ne out of order when I attempted to 
respond to various po 
the pretext that the 
too long.
